King of Scots, it hath 
ever ſince remained in the Abbey of Weſtminſter, and has been the Royal 
Chair, in which the ſucceeding Kings and Queens of this Realm have been

1 HEI R Majeſties being come from Whitehall to Heſtminſter, (the King 


by Water in his Royal Barge, about a Quarter paſt ro of the Cloc 


in the Morning, and the Queen by Land in her Chair, a little before 11 of 


the Clock,) the Heralds began forthwith to put the Proceeding in Order in 
the Court of Requeſts, and after that, to marſhal the ſeveral Claſſes of the 
Peers and Peereſſes, the Peers being call'd over in the Houſe of Lords, and 
the Peereſſes in the Painted Chamber, where their Majeſty's were graciouſly 


pleaſed to be preſent : And by half an Hour paſt 11, their Majeſties, and-- 
the whole Proceeding were conducted into Weftminſter-Hall; at the Upper- + 


end whereof a Throne being erected, their Majeſties repair'd thereunto, 
and took their Seats under their States on the Inſide of the Table. 
Whereupon, the Maſter of the Jewel-Houſe preſented to the Lord High 
Conſtable, the Sword of State, the Sword Curtana, and the two pointed 
Swords, ſeverally one after another, who delivered them in like manner to 
the Lord Great Chamberlain, who drew them out of the Scabbards, and 
laid them on the Table before their Majeſties. © 
Some time after which, the Dean and Prebendaries of Weftminfter attend 
ed with the Choir of that Church, &-c. brought the Regalia in ſolemn Pro- 
ceſſion from the Collegiate Church there to Veſtminſter-Hall, viz. the Dean 
of Weſtminſter the Bible, the Sub- Dean the Chalice, Dr. K. digrew the Patin, 


Dr. Patrick the King's Crown, Dr. Littleton the Queen's Crown, Dr. Busby 


the King's Orb, Dr. Briavell the Queen's Orb, Mr. Anne/tey the King's Scep-

Middle of the Area before the Altar, was Nona by the Archbiſhop in 
Form of a Croſs, on the Crown ef his Head, Breaſt, and Palms of his 
Hands, and preſented with the Spurs, and girt with the Sword, and veſted 
wich his Purple Robes ; and having receivedthe Ring, the Orb, and Scep- 
ters, was ſolemnly Crowned about Two of the Clock, the People expreſſing 
their Joy with loud and repeated Acclamations, the Drums beating, Trum- 


pets founding, and the great Guns being diſcharged ; whereupon his 


Royal Highneſs the Prince of Wales and the Peers put on their Coronets,
